A MUM whose life 
was thrown into 
disarray when her 
husband was killed 
in the 9/11 attacks has 
described how penning a 
book about what hap¬ 
pened has helped her cope 
with her grief. 

Elizabeth Turner, from 
Muswell Hill, was seven 
months pregnant when she 
watched, with dread, the Sep¬ 
tember 11 terrorist attacks 
unfold on television in 2001. 
Working as a human resources 
manager for Channel 4, she 
even attended a management 
meeting that afternoon as she 
tried to get on with life while 
waiting for a phone call from 
her husband Simon, who had 
been at a conference at the 
World Trade Center. 

But the call never came and 
Elizabeth was forced to face a 
new life as a widow and single 
mother to the couple’s son 
William, now seven. 


Using journals from the time, 
Elizabeth, 41, has now written 
a moving account of how she 
dealt with her “horrific” grief 
and how she rebuilt her life for 
the sake of her child. 

Speaking to the Advertiser 
this week, she said: “Septem¬ 
ber 11 is such a public event 
and there are so many accounts 
of that day, I felt it was impor¬ 
tant William had mine too. 

“I also wanted to do some¬ 
thing in memory of Simon and 
help others. But what I’ve 
learnt is that grief is an incred¬ 
ibly personal thing - there’s no 
such thing as closure. 

“We had a memorial service 
for Simon but that day was 
really no different from the 
next. For other people, it was 
their chance to say goodbye but 
I woke up the next day and I 
was still a widow, my husband 
was still dead and I still had a 
baby on my own.” 

Starting with her “ramblings 
of a mad woman” from the day 
after the towers collapsed to 
her thoughts which gradually

became more coherent, Elizabeth 
also spoke to friends and family 
while compiling her book, The 
Blue Skies Of Autumn. 

With eight years’ hindsight, 
Elizabeth describes the period 
of Simon’s death as a “whole 
different time” from which 
there are large chunks missing 
from her memory. She believes 
her mind and body went into 
some sort of shutdown to pro¬ 
tect her unborn son. 

“Simon was a publishing 
director and flew to New York 
on the Monday from Heathrow. 
I spoke to him that morning at 
about 7am, New York time,” 
she recalled. “He was in his 
hotel, getting ready to go to a 
conference on the 106th floor of 
the North Tower and it was just 
a normal conversation.

“He went off there and I went to the 
Channel 4 canteen for lunch. When I 
came back it was everywhere on TV My 
colleague and I watched the second 
plane fly into the South Tower in my 
office - and then I started panicking. 

“Someone told me the towers had col¬ 
lapsed, we switched the TVs off and 
then had a HR meeting as planned. I 
don’t remember much after that. 

“My family picked me up and I 
started to let go then, it just merges into 
a hazy memory” 

Her “incredible” friends and family 
helped Elizabeth cope with the practical 
aspects in the weeks and months after¬ 
wards, but she remembers the dark days 
of being entirely isolated in her grief. 

Elizabeth said: “I was seven months 
pregnant and family liaison officers 
were asking about Simon’s dental 
records and distinctive marks for identi¬ 
fication - it was completely surreal. 

“I knew it looked unlikely he had sur¬ 
vived but I refused to believe it for 
weeks. I felt that if there should be one 
person fighting Simon’s corner, it 
should be his wife. 

“In the end his brother and best man 
flew to New York for me, registered his 
name with the police and checked the 
hospitals. I wanted them to go rather 
than some official because I trusted 
them - I wanted someone there who 
gave a damn. 

“September 20 was the day the phone 
call came through that there was no 
record of him in any hospital and that’s 
when I knew he was dead.” 

Elizabeth is now dealing with 
William’s inevitable curiosity about his 
father, realising he will be “layering up” 
what happened that fateful day for the 
rest of his life. She said: “It is so hard to 
be a single parent because I have to 
answer questions from William about his 
dad, take him to school, do the disciplin-

ing, comfort him and pay the gas and 
electric bills. It’s an incredibly big job. 

“William is William but a lot of 
Simon’s friends are startled because 
they look so alike. Simon was a lover of 
life. He loved a good party, good food 
and fine wine. But it was funny, he 
didn’t always have the stamina for it! 

“He was a true gentleman too and 
found joy in all aspects of life. I tell 
William how similar he is to his dad and 
I think he likes that idea.” 

Now in a new relationship and working 
as a Reiki healer and life coach in her 
company Ulife, Elizabeth hopes her book 
will help others who have gone through 


life-changing experiences. She said: 
“Grief is grief and if Simon had died in 
a car crash or died of cancer it wouldn’t 
alter those emotions. I have a voice to 
talk about my grief because it was 9/11 
and everyone knows what happened but 
I want to help anyone else who has 
found themselves in a similar situation. 

“Life-coaching taught me that this is 
your anguish and no one in the world 
knows how it feels. It was so liberating 
to have some control back - to be able to 
take the lid off my grief and put it back 
on in my own time.”

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Muswell Hill’s eco-pioneers get 
green light for low-carbon zone

MUSWELL Hill has been named as 
one of ten neighbourhoods across 
London to win funding of up to 
£400,000 to help it become a pioneer¬ 
ing low-carbon zone. 

Up to 1,000 private homes, busi¬ 
nesses, schools and Homes Lor 
Haringey blocks in Muswell Hill will 
be involved in the project after 
Haringey Council successfully won a 
bid for funding from London Mayor 
Boris Johnson. The plan is to slash the 
area’s carbon emissions by 20 per cent 
by 2012, and by 60 per cent before 
2025, by installing large solar panels 
on roof spaces and making public 
buildings, such as libraries, examples 
of low carbon energy use. Residents 
will also be advised on how to curb 
carbon emissions in their homes. 

Council leader, Claire Kober, 
described it as a “real boost” for the 
borough’s green credentials. 

“We’re thrilled,” she said. “We want 
to become one of London’s greenest 
boroughs and this innovative scheme 
is another key step in helping us 
achieve that important goal.” 

A bid for the cash, which is not yet 
finalised but will be at least £200,000, 
was drawn up with the help of the 
35-strong Muswell Hill Sustainability 
Group, which campaigns to raise 
awareness of carbon footprints. 

The group’s chairman Alan Morton 


welcomed the news and hopes it 
would mark a shift in environmental 
thinking in Haringey. He said: 
“Climate change is a huge issue and 
we’ve got to stop just talking and 
actually do something - carbon diox¬ 
ide is one of the main causes. I don’t 
want to be alarmist but if we carry on 
without doing anything there will be 
some very serious consequences - sea 
levels will rise dramatically. 

“We have to go beyond simple things 
like recycling and switching off lights 
- we need to think about where energy 
comes from and how we use it.” 

Lellow group member Dermot 
Barnes, who runs a sustainable build¬ 
ing company called Ecodomus in 
Princes Lane, described the funding 
as “fantastic news”. 

He said: “There isn’t a second to 
lose. We’re also trying to get funding 
for the British Gas Green Streets 
project. If both come off, it will mean 
about half a million pounds in 
serious energy-saving measures for 
the community. We’ve been actively 
working with all sorts of people who 
are concerned about this issue and 
there are lots of really exciting things 
starting to happen.” 

Environmental regeneration charity 
Groundwork, the London Sustain¬ 
ability Exchange, British Gas and 
Marks and Spencer also helped draw 
up the bid.

Transport for London 
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Two years in jail 
for ploughing his 
car into love rival

A JEALOUS man who careered into his ex¬ 
girlfriend’s new partner in Tottenham has been 
sentenced to two years behind bars. 

Eric Asamoah, 27, a sales assistant from 
Great Cambridge Road, Edmonton, pleaded 
guilty to attacking the 32-year-old man with 
his Volkswagen Golf on September 3 last year. 

The victim was waiting for his girlfriend on 
the pavement in Lordship Lane, near the junc¬ 
tion with Bennington Road, when Asamoah 
careered across oncoming traffic on to the 
pavement, hitting the man with the car before 
swerving back on to the road and driving off. 

The man was thrown across the pavement 
and into a nearby front garden where police 
found him, suffering from a double break to his 
leg. Asamoah was named as a suspect and 
handed himself in to police at Tottenham 
police station when he heard officers were 
looking for him. 

Detective Constable Dan Byers, of Haringey 
CID, said: “Whatever his motive, be it jealousy 
or other, the consequences of Asamoah’s irra¬ 
tional and irresponsible actions could have had 
far more serious consequences. 

“Thankfully the victim’s injuries were not far 
worse and he made a good recovery.” 

Asamoah was sentenced at Wood Green 
Crown Court on September 1 for GBH.

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Forced to spend 
months in burnt 
shell of a home

A WOMAN who has had to live in a reeking, 
burnt-out council flat for the past four months 
has slammed Haringey Council for failing to 
help her. 

Surrounded by the debris of a fire which ripped 
through in her flat in Blaydon Close in May, 
Yvonne Douglas has had to endure weeks of 
“depressing” reminders of the terrifying blaze. 
Despite repeatedly contacting the council with 
the help of her lawyer, doctor and even Totten¬ 
ham MP David Lammy, she has still not been 
found alternative accommodation. 

Miss Douglas is currently sleeping on a camp 
bed suspended on plastic crates, has next to no 
furniture and has to have her windows perma¬ 
nently open to try to get rid the smell, which she 
fears may make her the target of thieves. 

She said: “I woke up and saw thick, black 
smoke everywhere. Everything has been 
destroyed. It smells of smoke and so do all my 
clothes and the floor’s damp and peeling away 


everywhere - it is so depressing. I’m just going 
round in circles with the council, they sent some¬ 
one out with boxes for me to store my things in, 
but that’s it. 

“I suffer from sciatica and depression and I’m 
working toward an NVQ in cookery but this has 
been quite a setback - I’ve almost given up.” 

The death of a close family member about a 
year ago has left Miss Douglas particularly 
ill-equipped to deal with the stress of living in 
the ruined one-bedroom flat where she has lived 
for nine years. 

David Lammy MP said: “I share Yvonne’s 
frustration that she has still not been moved, and 
will be contacting the council again to find out 
why it has taken them so long to move her and 
get this issue resolved.” 

A spokesman for Haringey Council said: “As a 
matter of urgency we are looking to find alterna¬ 
tive accommodation this week to suit the family’s 
needs and apologise for any delay in dealing with 
the case.”

Marsha migrates from the music 
world to the New York Marathon

S IPPING lemon tea outside 
Ariana’s Cafe on a sunny after¬ 
noon in her pink frock and a 
pair of scarlet Ray-Bans, Marsha 
Shandur looks the epitome of a lady 
at leisure. 

Yet even in this most relaxed of set¬ 
tings, the energy that will drive the 
Xfm DJ and Finsbury Park resident 
through her New York marathon run 
in November is a constant presence. 

There’s a real vivacity in her conver¬ 
sation, whether talking about her love 
of new music, or why we need to take 
care of the elderly - or even how she 
takes inspiration from the simple joy 
of having two arms and two legs... 

“I saw this programme about a 
woman who had a flesh-eating dis¬ 
ease and lost all her limbs, and I was 
thinking that if you lost all your limbs, 
you’d be thinking, ‘Man, all those 
times when I had four limbs and I 
never appreciated it’. So every time I 
run, I try and have a moment where I 
think, ‘Isn’t it amazing I can do this!”’ 


She’s three weeks into her marathon 
training and although she has been a 
keen runner for some time, she con¬ 
fides that she is “terrified”. 

“I never thought I’d do anything like 
this,” she says. “I did Run The World 
[Sport Aid] in 1986 and came last, not 
just out of all my friends, but out of 
everyone in Greenwich. I remember 
them taking down the barriers when 
everyone else had long gone home, 
and there was my little nine-year old 
self still puffing along.” 

There are two big inspirations that 
will help her lay this tragically amusing 
memory to rest. One is the memory of 
her late grandmother, a woman who 
fled Russia to Turkey in her childhood 
to escape the Bolsheviks before set¬ 
tling in Britain, resulting in a “strange

accent” that Marsha frequently adopts 
with a smile. Struck by the experience 
of seeing her require more and more 
care towards the end of her life, she is 
enthusiastic in her support of Help The 
Aged and Age Concern, the charity 
she will be running for. Indeed, her 
voice strains with emotion as she 
speaks of the lonely and poverty- 
stricken lives of many elderly people in 
Britain, and how many say they some¬ 
times have to choose between heating 
their house or having dinner. 

But alongside the determination 
she feels in supporting this cause is 
the love of music that provides the 
oomph while out training at night. 

“Without music, I just get bored. 
But I go out with my iPod thinking I’ll 
just do a couple of miles, and every

time I’m about to turn around 
another awesome song comes on 
and I end up doing these epic two- 
hour runs. When you’re that excited 
about a song you want to do some¬ 
thing positive with that energy.” 

Marsha first got into DJing while at 
university in Edinburgh. Radio is still 
her main love, but these days she is 
also an A&R scout for a music pub¬ 
lishing company based in Nashville, 
manages a singer/songwriter named 
Sam Isaac, and picks all the songs 
for the TV comedy series The 
In between ers too. 

Although she owns a gramophone 
and is a big fan of ’30s big-band 
musicians such as Glenn Miller, she 
admits that generally she has little 


interest in older music. I just think if I 
fell in love with Talking Heads or 
something like that, it’d break my 
heart that I wouldn’t be able to go 
and see them live,” she says. “Plus, I 
just don’t have time to go and listen 
to all these older artists, and if I have 
to make a choice between new stuff 
and the old then I’m always going to 
pick the new.” 

“I’m such a geek about radio,” she 
continues. “I love its intimacy and I 
love having a voice. The music indus¬ 
try is fun and it’s interesting finding 
out about new bands, but what I really 
love is telling people about bands.” 

Indeed, names of newish artists 
such as Fionn Regan, Alessi’s Ark 
and Tubelord stream from her mouth 
throughout our chat, and before we 
depart she makes sure to pick up a 
CD of Sam Isaac for me to try out too. 
It appears the soundtrack to the rest 
of my week is sorted.

Calf’s liver pate with Crostini 

(serves four) 

Ingredients 

lOOg butter, 1 onion, sliced 
2 clove garlic chopped 
lOOg calf’s liver, diced 
2 slices streaky bacon, chopped 
A dash of Worcestershire sauce 
Pinch of nutmeg 
Freshly ground black pepper 
2 tsp thyme leaves 
60ml olive oil 
1 baguette 

Method 

1. Melt the butter in a pan, then 
add the onion and one garlic clove 
and cook over a gentle heat for five 
minutes. 

2. Add calf’s liver and bacon and 
cook for 4-5 minutes over medium 
heat. Don’t overcook the liver. 

3. Then put mixture into a food 
processor, whizz the liver and 
bacon with the Worcestershire 
sauce, nutmeg, pepper and thyme. 
Remove to four small ramekins and 
chill 90 minutes in the fridge. 

4. Heat griddle pan until very hot. 

5. Cut eight to 12 slices of 
baguette, crush remaining garlic 
into olive oil, place bread slices into 
oil and onto griddle plate until 
tinted. Drain on kitchen towel. 

6. To serve, place 2-3 warm crostini 
on napkin with ramekin of pate.

WE’LL never be able to compete 
against Hollywood in terms of bud¬ 
get, but why bother when we can 
make films this good: tough little 
gems of real life that sparkle in the 
council estate sunlight. 

Since Lynne Ramsay went AWOL 
on extended leave, writer/director 
Andrea Arnold - Cannes Jury Prize 
for Red Road, Oscar for her short 
film, Wasp - has turned into our 
foremost female British director, and 
here she cements her reputation 
with the story of Mia.

Hearing Bobby Womack’s version 
of California Dreaming on a rare day 
out in Connor’s car, Mia interprets it 
into her only real passion - dance - 
practising over and over in a 
deserted flat with no company but 
her headphones and a two-litre bot¬ 
tle of cider. She wants to audition 
for a dance agency but the poignant 
result, when she gets there, is as far 
removed from Flashdance as 
Tilbury is from Tinseltown and 
chimes perfectly with this beautiful, 


bittersweet film. What holds it 
together, of course, is the perfor¬ 
mance of Katie Jarvis, an unknown 
with no acting experience, spotted 
when Arnold saw her arguing with 
her boyfriend at a railway station. 
As explosive a debut as the untu¬ 
tored Ray Winstone in Scum, Jarvis 
is the real deal, deserving all the 
plaudits soon to come her way. 

She is supported by a fine cast, 
with special mention to Griffiths as 
the bolshie, foul-mouthed younger 
sister whose wicked retorts provide 
much-needed laughs among lives 
of quiet desperation.
